ſerve, to the p.cjudice of the Nobility aud Gentry 
of this Kingdom, and ſuch pzactices tending to the 
utter Deſtruction of the Game ; We have thou t 
fic fox the Pzevention thereof in time to come, Þere- 
by ſtriaiy to Cha: ge, Require and Command all 
Collonels and Commanders of Regiments, whether of Ho:ſe, Foot, 0! Dꝛa⸗ 
goons, and line wiſe all Officers Commandeng in Chief any Trop oz Compa- 
ny, o in any Garriſon of Quarter within this Kingdom, to ÞP;ohtb*c, 
d. and Hinder all Troopers 62 p:ivate Soldiers under their Command, 
to go out of their Garriſons o Muarters at any time (unleſs upon Service, 
oz by their O:der) with Fire-Arms ; And in Caſe of Compia nt made by any 
of the Gentlemen of the Country, oz otherwiſe, any Trooper 02 pzivace Soldier 
Gall appear to have done the contrary, the Officers are to cauſe the Offenders 
to be ſeverely Pun:ſhed, and made Eremplary to the relt, that the like D:ſo:- 
ders may not be Committed foz the future. And to the end Pur Pleaſure 
ein may be the moze publickly made known, as well to the Officers of the 
rip, as the Country in General, We Require the Sheriffs of the ſeveral 
Counties, Cities. and County Towns in this Kingdom, upon Receipt of 
Pzinted Copies hereof, to Publiſh and Affix che ſame w'thin their reſpective 
Counties and Liberties, as in like Caſes is uſual, that all perſons concerned 
may have due Notice, and Confozm themſelves accozdingly. |
